Tuesday, Feb. 15, Marcel Mar- 
ceau opened at the Gesu Theatre 
in a show that proved a revelation 
to Montreal theatre-goers. Mar- 
ceau’s medium, the Mime, presents 
numerous difficulties and calls for 
unusual talent — to capture the 
attention of an audience used to 
fast moving drama, to capture and 
hold that attention for two hours 
with no word spoken, no plot to 
follow, no sets, no elaborate scenic 
effects, and with only one actor 
on stage at a time, is a challenge 
to any actor, and, that challenge 
met, Mime ‘becomes, in the hands 
of Marceau, an unrivalled form of 
dramatic art. 


Marceau’s actual Puris troupe 
consists of fifteen actors but 
only two appear in the Montreal 
production — Marceau himself 


and his young, very talented 
partner, Gilles Segal. 


“Style and Bip” 


. Their programme is divided into 
two parts — “Style and Panto- 
mines” and “Bip Pantomines”. The 
first, exercises in pure mime, ac- 
quaint the audience with essential 
techniques of the art, From simple 
ones such as “Walking against the 
Wind” or “The Staircase” they 
range to realistic character por- 
trayals, burlesque, poignant, and 
tragic. Marceau gives a splendid 
interpretation of “The Public Gar- 
den” and of “Youth, Maturity, Old 
Age, and Death.” Segal is particu- 
larly outstanding in “The Shower" 
and “Underwater Fishing.” For 
each performance Marceau and 
Segal choose from a total reper- 
itoire of twenty style pantomines

Marcel Marceau has said of Bip, 
“Since his creation, Bip has been 
the inseparable companion of my 
life and has followed me from 
country to country, from theatre to 
theatre, He is my double and the 
projection of my inner self 
throughout all that I create.” 

David and Goliath 

Marceau presents Bip’s adven- 
tures in the imaginary world 
around him. We see Bip skater, 
Botany professor, traveller, animal 
tamer, butterfly chaser, policeman, 
photographer, and many, many 
more. Of the seven different facets 
of Bip performed on opening night, 
the most moving was the pitiful 
“Bip and the Butterfly” and the 
most impressive, “Bip plays David 


‘and Goliath.” The latter showed 


Bip acting out the well-known bib- 
lical story in the dual roles of 
David and Goliath. 

According to Marceau, Mime 
is a major art related and yet 
different from the other silent 
dramatic arts such as Pantomine 
or Modern Dance. Mime is the 
art of identifying the human be- 
ing with his surroundings.

Withdrawal From 
NFCUS Blasted 


Dick Underhill, President of 
Alma Mater at U.B.C. yesterday 
denounced McGill’s withdrawal 
. from NFCUS as a breach of faith.

He berated the McGill 
delegate at the NFCUS conference 
for not fulfilling his commitments, 
and for attending the conference 
without the full backing of the stu- 
dents and SEC. He attributed the 
situation to an “Anti-NFCUS Fac- 
tion.”’
